Fahulous as it sounds, extra¬ 
terrestrials may have built space¬ 
ships capable of cr.-iveling tens 
of thousands of miles per second, 
allowing them to travel between 
stars during decades of flight, a 
Martin Marietta export speculates. 

And those starships might be so 
big. and might require such in¬ 
credibly powerful propulsion sys¬ 
tems, that they'd emit intense 
energy visible to astronomers on 
Earth, says Robert Zubrin, a sen¬ 
ior engineer at Martin Marietta 
Astronautics in Denver. 

Zubrin's paper was presented on 
the fourth day of a five-day in¬ 
ternational conference on the 
search for extrateriestriai life, 
or SETl, at the University of Cal¬ 
if ornia-Santa Cruz. 

According to Zubrin's calcul¬ 
ations, researchers might be able 
to see radiation from a particular 
type of starship up to 2,000 
Light years away. That's 500 times 
as far as the nearest star, and 
scout one-50th the distance across 
the visible portion of our galaxy. 

The nearest star is about t 
light years away. A light year is 
tno distance light travels in a 
year, 6 trillion miles. 

It's unlikely NASA will start 
scanning the skies tor starships 
in the near future, because space 
agency officials already have their 
hands full running a completely 
different. S104 million, 10-year 
project. NASA's SETJ, known as the 
High Resolution Microwave Study, 
uses raaiotelcscopcs to "listen" 
for alien radio messages. 

Results from SET], and related 
independent searches, are bcina 


presented this week. So far, all 
results are negative. 

Zuorin's paper was received with 
polite interest by conference at¬ 
tendees, who are used to .nearing 
wayout ideas from tneir fellow 
Ph.Ds and engineers. 

The Zubrin oroposal is "conceiv¬ 
able". if they (starships) exist," 
said Harry Jones, a signal acquis¬ 
itions systems engineer for the 
NASA SETl project based at NASA's 
Ames Research Center at Mountain 
View, CA. 

A small, passionate number of 
scientists have proposed a wide 
variety of starship schemes. Their 
most conservative designs envision 
shies that could accelerate to a 
fraction of the speed Of light and 
reach the nearest star within one 
or two human lifetimes; some en¬ 
vision quicker travci- 

Zubrin’s paper analyzed possible 
alien starships powered by four 
basic means: nuclear fission (split¬ 
ting atoms), nuclear fusion imerg- 
inc atomic nuclei), 'antimatter' 
rockets (which would combine matter 
and Its counterpart, antimatter, to 
create pure energy), and "magnetic 
sails'. 

.Magnetic sails would, in theory, 
create powerful magnetic fields 
that would interact with inter¬ 
stellar particles such as the so- 
called solar wind. This would slow 
down a spaceship as it entered an¬ 
other planetary system - no mean 
feat when one is flying at thous¬ 
ands of miles pet second.

The results, published in the 
Journal of Abnormal 
Psychology, show the people 
who claim to have seen and 
even ridden in UFOs are just 
ordinary folks with normal 
imaginations. 

“We can’t say these sightings 
are real or not, but we can 
say that these people are not 
necessarily abnormal,” 

Spanos said in a statement 
from the American 
Psychological Association. 

Spanos said that the UFO 
sighlers “tend to be white-col¬ 
lar. relatively well-educated 
representatives of the middle 
class.” 

Spanos said the only signifi¬ 
cant difference between the 
UFO'sighters and the others 
was that those who reported 
flying saucers had previously 
established bebef in the exis¬ 
tence of UFOs and in aliens.
